AIR AND VENTILATION 


It has long been known that air can 
be polluted in such a manner as to be 
injurious. Foe many years it %vv» 
it'ot Unt .this pollution \v.i» cue to 
an excess of carbonic acid gas, but It 
is now understood that, in an ordin 
ary occupied room, the amount of 
this gas is not harmful, nor is there a 
sufficient reduction of oxygen 
brought about to account for the eff¬ 
ects of bad air. 

In the early years of this century, 
it was proven by experiments that the 
symptoms caused by living in so-call¬ 
ed bad or vitiated air are due to the 
temperature of the air. its moisture 
and its stillness. In other words, con¬ 
ditions of the air which do not favour 
the loss of heat from the body are the 
conditions which caused the ill-cffects 
of had air. The body is constantly gen 
crating heat and if the person is to be 
comfortable and fit, the surplus heat 
must be got lid of. The skin is the 
means of getting lid of excessive body 
heat. 

When the body is surrounded by 
hot, humid, still air, it is difficult or 
'impossible for the skin to eliminate 
as it should, and, as a result, there is 
discomfort, and, later, if the condition 
persists, there will be headache, short
